Another HIvsIob Gone. 

The London Pali Malt Gazette bbju: 

Incidentally — though never more than 
incidentally — "Mr. riiillippB-Woolley 
(•'Sport in the Crimea and Caucasus") 
tellli a good deal thai ia intereetiug about 
life in the Canc.asuR and about the queer 
people he met there. The beautiful 
Georgian ladiea of romanoe he disaipates 
as mere myths; neither at Tiflis nor in 
Daghcstan, nor eLsewhere, did he see in 
any case a eingie face BulHciently beauti- 
ful to attraofc« aaeond glanoa inliOBdon. 
A few of the ■women had good features, 
but even these were devoid of ezpresion 
and BO animal in appearance as fairly to 
justify the Turkish belief in their aoul- 
less condition. Of course, one would 
reasonably expect as much; sUll, it is 
alwa^ Bad to feel that one more 
cherished belief has been rudely shat- 
tered before one s face. Living in rough 
forest huts with peasants or woodmen, 
Mr. Phillipps-Woolleyhad many glimpses 
of the internal economy of CoBsacks and 
Circassians, and his account of his stay 
at Goledneky, where he had lodged in a 
telegraph shanty, surrounded by utter 
wilder noes, is one of the most amasing 
parts ui his book. Black bread aud pork 
fat were the only available foods tuflEk, 
and when gmxl lack brought in a bear 
or two the bear must cleaiiy have been 
spoiled in the cooking, and our author 
(who is not by any meana giTen to quar- 
reling with his fool) complains that 
they tasted like "boiled black whip- 
cord." We have never tried whipcord, 
but can testify from experience that 
good bear's ham, properly treated, is a 
real luxury. Of Titiis, which represents 
the civilization of the isthmus, we get a 
very bright and ro.xdable description. 
The town is thoroughly Oriental in 
charcter, filled with Tartars, Georfdaoa, 
and Persians in their national costnmes, 
and but Uttle marred oa Tet by European 
hoQses or the tall hat of the boulevard 
propriety. The long strings of soft- 
f(Hited camels, ladt'U with high bales 
aud crossing the moonlit bridges on the 
ftrit night Mr. Phillipps-Wooiley spent 
in the town, gave a very Eiistem tinge 
to the scene. Even here, however, the 
picturesqueness of local costume is 
doomed, for a German colony is estab- 
lished ou the spot, the railway from Poti 
brings Paris fosliions in its train, and 
new villaa of the Western type are faat 
sprmgiug up among the Aiiatio arohiteo- 
ture of the town.

AnoHiBOLOQiOALreaearobesbave shown 
indisputably that the art of weaving was 
practiced in prehistoric times. It may 
even date back nearly to the creation of 
Ban,, aa fragments ot woven cloth have 
been found among the relics of tlie Laho 
Dwellers, who are supposed to have 
been about the first represetatives of the 
hnman race. The Bronze Age furnishes 
specimens which place the art above 
most others in degree of perfection, even 
fabrioa of wool being fonnd In tne re- 
mains of Denmark, Scandinavia, aud 
England — the remains of France aud 
Switzerland yielding linen fabrics. The 
oldest hiatoriiial reference to the 
art of weaving is furnished by 
the Bible.

S01.DBBINO cast iron, says the EngU 
nn r, is generally eemidered to be very 

diflBcult, but it seems to be only a ques- 
tion of thoroughly making bright the 
surface to be soldered, and using good 
solder and a clean swab with muriatic 
acid. Sodium amalgam might be use- 
fully employed for the purpose. 

It cannot be too much insisted upon 
that all chaina of cranes or those used 
for »ther purposes should be regularly 
and periodically inspected. As all chains 
are liable to tNteome brittle by use, they 
should be annealed once a year, by heat- 
ing them in a furnace uniformly to a 
dull red heat, and then allowing them to 
ooolfety alDwly. 

The origin of engraved copper plates 
is said to have been as follows : A gold- 
smith of Florence, cutting figures ou his 
works, perceived that what came oat of 
the mould had on it all the impression of 
the engravings, by means of the black 
which the sulphur extracted from the 
cuttings ; and trying to do the like on 
silver plates, with moistened paper, go- 
ing over it with a smooth roller, it suc- 
ceeded to hia wish. 

BB'SiASiira and rolling down or forc- 
ing down wrought iron bars reduce their 
elongation and increase their tensile 
strength. The skin of wrought iron is 
not the strongest portion. Cold rolling 
increases the strength of w rought iron. 
Tensile strength of wrought iron aver- 
ages ten per oent. more with tbe fiber 
than across it Compressing melted 
steel with a pressure of about six tone 
per square iuch iacii'iises its strength. 

In America, at leMst,^ ihere need be no 
solicitude regarding the snfiiQieDey of 
our coal fields for any possible Remands 
to be made upon tlicm for centuries to 
come. Of bittnninous coal alone we 
have an estimated reserve ol 60,000,000,- 
000 tons, more than all t!ie rest of the 
world uossesses, aud enough to last, 
even if applied to all its present uses, 
anywhere from 500 to 1,000 years. Long 
beifore it has all been mined, other 
sources of heat and power will have su- 
perseded it in many of its uxq^ import* 
ai^t lelationa to human life and labor.

' Mammoth Care. 

One's general idea of a cave is that of 
an open space under ground, or in a 
mountain side. Mammoth Cave is made 
np of passages, avenues and tortuous 
crooks rather than of vast open spaces. 
You can take the short route (seven 
miles), to be done it two hours, the long 
(sixteen miles), to be done in four, or the 
combined, to be ^ene in from five to 
twelve or more. We chose the com- 
bined. There are avenues do\m which 
one could drive a c )ach and four if f airl j 
olMOed up on the floor. There are 
fdaoes that are mere cra-ks, justly namtd

ment," and ** corkscrews.*' Here is the 
River Styx, Lake Lethe and E 'ho River, 
running under an arch so low that a 
little rise iu the water renders passage 
impossible. BetiletlDKib it rises unez- 
peetedly and leaves parties in the dnrk 
beyond the arches unable to return till 
the water subsidea. I saw the eyeless 
fish of these dark riyers ; their principle 
use in this world being to serve Dr. 
Bnsbnell for an illustration iu his ser- 
mon on ''this extirpation ot tmnsed 
faculties. " 

Here and there amid these long pas- 
sages are open spaces called "domes," 
where the water-carved rock rigea niupty, 
or a hundri'd, or a hundred aiid thirty 
feet from the lloor. When those pieces 
are Ug^ted op by the brilliant Bvugol 
lights they are both weird and grand. 
The variety of formations in the cave 
sai]f>as8e8 any thing I have ever wit- 
nessed. In moat cavsea the stalactite 
and stalagmite systems are easily under- 
lAopd, but the lower ends are delicately 
gr66ved In various directions, by what 
I)rocesH it is impossible to imagine. In- 
termingled with tluse ham-like figures 
are varioualy-si^ed guttfli, as delicately 
cut as tboat of toe fltiairi em the 
Parthenon.
